Applicant argues that Forbes is not a proper prior art reference under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) because Forbes qualifies as prior art only 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and the subject matter of Forbes and of the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, subject 
to an obligation of assignment to the same entity. However, The 103 (a) rejection does not use Forbes' invention as the teaching prior, 
but uses Forbes* admmited prior art figure 2 as the teaching prior art, which qualifies as prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) for Forbes' 
invention. Since Forbes reference filed before the present invention, Forbes' admited prior art figure 2 is also qualifies as prior art under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) for the present invention. Therefore, Forbes' figure 2 is proper prior art reference under 103 (a).
